FIVE KILLED, MANY MISSING

Few Passengers Escaped Irjuy
Three Soldiers Undar O-
ders for Philipines Are
Among the Dead.

Train No. 5 the Now York-Chicago
limited on the Krie railroad, was
wrecked Thursdsy morning within the
town limits of Greenville, Pa. Five
passengers were dead when taken from
the wreok, several are missing and
there are many badly injured.

Hardly a passenger escaped without
some injury. The train was comypoicd
of vesiibuled Pullman oars, three
sleepiog oars, a day ocoach, combina
|iot_:l smoker and baggage car, and a
mai

by the steel mail car ahead, which
went through it as if it wers paper,
tearing, crushing, maiming and carry
ing death,

The soene of the wreck is on a sharp
curve. On one side, 40 feut below,
flows the Bhenando river, on the other
is a steep bluff. The enpine left the
track at the curve and before it hLad
gone two oar lengths plewed into the
steep hill, whera it foll upon its side
and was half buried. The train was
rooning two hours late, and the acci-
dent happened at 7:10 just about the
time when the ocoupants of the sleop-
ers had finished dressing.

After the terrible orash the unin
jured passengers set about the rescure
of the dead and wounded, surgecons
wers summoned and within a few min-
utes the dead and dying were heing
oarried from there as fast az they coula
be discovered beneath the wreckage
It was several hours, however, hefore
the viotims had been removed and
placed in the two rear Pallmsns, The
scens inside the telescoped cars was
terrible. Men begged to bo relessed
and sereamed inagony. They were all
heaped in s corner of the ca-, dumped
there by the impetus of the mail car.
The injured were placed ina spocial
train and taken to the Spencer hospi
tal, Meadville, about noon. What lit-
tle was left of the bsggage or express
matter was dumped in the river to
olear the debris for rescue. Several
handred sacks of mail were apparently
little injured.

T%e train was in charge of Conduo
tor Randall, with Enginecr Lusie and
Fireman Kckert. Both the engincer
and fireman eseaped by Jumpiog, thouph
both were psinfully bruised.  Supt.
Thelknap and other cfficials were early
on the ground. They were unable to
assign a cause for the mocident unless
spreading rails oan be blamed, A par
ty of nine soldiers on their way from
Fort Porter, Now York, to Port Crook,
Neb , occupied part of the smwoker. O
these, three were killed and two ecri
ouly fpjurod. They were under orders
for the Philippines.

B. A. Maraden of Philadolphia, pin

ned in the smoker by a beam, his foot
and ohest orushed, his face hattored
with the brains of one of the soldiers,

insisted on the rescucrs releasing an
unfortunate Jew nearby. Mr. Mars-

THESHIP tUBSIDY STEAL

Senator McLaurin Advocates Mark
Hanna'c Pot 8cheme

When the ship subsidy bill came up
in the Unitrd States Senste Thursday
Senstor McLaurin, of this State, an
vouneed his ivtention of voting for it
and Sepator Morgan, of Alabama, op-
preed it in vigorcus lsoguage. Mr.
M. Laurin spoko insupport of the bill,
basing bis his advcoaoy of the messuro
upon the theory that the passage of it
would beuefit the colton growing inter-
eets of the soutkern Siates. He oited
the s ction of 1he Scutkern Uotton Spin
ners assceialion at Charlotte, N. €, in
urging legislation of the character pur-
posed in the pending bill. He contend-
ed also that anything that would stim-
ulate Amerioan shipping would benfit
not only the cotton interests but all
other agricultural intercsts. The re-
solutions adopted at Charlotte, ho said,
typify the sentiment of the entire south
and presage a return of the old prestige
and presperity of that seotion. Mr. Me-
Lauria referred to the cffeot of the
Civil war upon the south and eaid the
time had come to put aside the animos-
ities aroused by that struggle and take
up the interests that were oharacteris-
tic of the old south.

Mr. Mallory said in reply to Mr, Me-
Laurin that his opposition to the bill
was based upon the opinion that it
would not do what it profossed to do
in aiding the American shipping.

MORGAN AT TIlE BAT.

Mr. Morgan then spoke for
hours.

Mr. Morgan urged that the shipping
bill be oommitted to the committee, to
be recast in order that its constitution-
al and other imperfections might be
corrected. He said it was now being
considered mot om its merits but asa
l\l'l'l.)' measure.

“*A messure cannot become a party
messure,” sugeested Mr.  Allison of
lowa, “‘until we koow what it is, Asit
stends before us now it is merely the
mcasure of the committee and issub
jeet to such amendwment and change
a5 the senate may determine.”’

Mr. Morgan cxpressed the opinion
that the Ameriesn ship yards now,
wihout any assistance, were the bost
in the world.

Do you not think,” asked Mr. Hale,
“‘that if the pavai ships built in our
yards were put to the test of actual
confliot they would prove themaelves
to be the best ever construeted ?

*They have proved that,” replied Mr.
Morgan.

Rererring to the oumpetition likely to
arise between the Upited States and
foreign nations, when this government
thould vote a subsidy to American
ships, Mr. Morgan deolared it would
result in a commereial confliot between
the United States and great Britain
{in which the financial batteries of the

. Mr. Morgan pleaded for the adoption
of the Clay smerdment to the subsidy
bill authorizicg uegotiations for a
right of way for the Nicaragun canal.
Much as be opposed the shipping bill,
he indicated = purpose not to oppore
itif the Nicaragua amendment was
added and provision 1nsde that con-
gress shoud have pawer to ropeal the
shipping act at any time.

Kaoz Yi, one of the instigators and
consoliors of the Boxors who always
protceted them,

(haos Su Kiam, a nember of the
grand council and also minister of jus
tioe who was one of the leadeas against
the foreigners.

Yu Hsien, who reorganized the Box-
ors, was the oruel author of the mas-
saccres in the Shan 8i provinee and as-
sassioated with his own hand foreign-
ers ana missionaries

Gen. Tung Fuh Siapng, who with
Proine Tuan carried out in Pekin the
plaos 2gainst the foreigners and who
comuanded the attacks on the lega
tions and the soldiers who assassinated
the Jupanese chaceellory.

Li Ping Hene, who influsnced recog-
nition of the Boxers and tutor to the
heir anparent

Hsa Caeog Yu, sho has the same re
eponeibility.

Kih Siu, ministerat the rites of ser-
viee of the Boxers.

I'he ministers then wsonouneced that
these personares all deserved death
When this question was seitled the
foreiga plesipotentisries will have.toe
indicate who, to their knowledege, oom-
witted crimes in the provinces, punish-
ment for which will have to be in
flioted.

The forcign ministcrs gave out for
publication a sceret imperial ediot to
them by the Chinese plenipoten:iaries,
whish pleads especially for the life of
Tung Fu Siang, commander-in-chief of
thearmy. It says the only reasonis on
aocount of the the turpulent population
of the provinces of Shen Si and Kan
Su, who are devoted to him and might
rise and commit acts of violence against
the missionsrics and Christians, which
the court would greatly deplora.
Consequently his punishment re
quires caution, deliberaticn and carefal
oansidera ion.

The emperor it is pointed ‘out, even
in the punishment of princes of the
blood, had not been moved by motives
for their proteotion. Why then should
he do 8o 1o the case of Tung Fa Siang?
What hed already been done should be
taken into oonsideration His army
had been reduced to 5,000 men, wi h
the objest of lessening his power and
with the ultimate objeot of his future
punishment, which will ba promulga
ted in an ediot, the lapgnage of which
will not be too patent. After the de
privation of his official rank, the em-
peror will, hereafter, decide on a heavy
panishment.

THE PLEA REFUSED

At their meeting the foreign envoys
prepared a note, to be delivered to the
Chinese plenipotentiarics, ocontaining
tho substance of the decisions arrived
st Iast night, incluling the sentences
of execcution. This will Lo translated
and delivered to Prinoe Ching and Li
Huoog Chang, who will immedistely
oommunicate with the court, before re-
ply. Jhe ministers rofuse tospare the
life of Tung Fu llsiang, on the ground
that thoy did not consider the claim of
the plenipotentiaries reason. They al
lowed the lives of Prinoce Tuan and
Duke Lan, because of their relation
ship to the imperial family and tho ef
feot their death might have an the
Chinese.

Church is one of the wealthiest No-
groes in the country and is noted for
his publis spirit.

Unsolicited he has soatributed $1,000
to the fund for entertainment of the
Confederate vatorans at their r.union
to be held in Memphis next May. He
was born a slave and during the war
wassteward of a Mississippir.ver steam-
boat whish did tho Confederacy to hit
tle service. After the war he becam)
8 popular eaterer in Memphis and
amagsod a fortune. Ia reference to his
contribution to the remnion fund
Church says that he made his money in
Memphis and feels that he should do
what he can for the oity whose people
have been 60 good to him, and he adds:

**No persons on earth are morc dis-
posed to help the former slaves than
are tho vaterans of the Oonfcderacy,
those old men who yet remember the
Negro 1o slavery."

The ohairman of the looal committee
of arrangements in acknowledging
Churoh's gift writes:

"I havs sever seen a more striking
act to show what sghould be the real
geruine feeling between the races heors
and toprove beyond the question of a
doubt what stould be donein cement-
ing and building up the real interests
of this great growing city regardless of
natiopality.”

Such Negroes as Robert R. Chuoreh
are au honor to their race and oredit-
able citizens of the communities in
which they live. —Atlanta Journal,

Justice Harlan Unseduced.

A recent incident which is receiving
considerable comment in the press may
b rclated in the words of William K
Curtis, writiog to tho Chioago Record:

Justice Harlan oreated a little sensa-

tion by s epeech Fridsy night in re-
8ponec to a toast at the regular month-
Iy mzetiog of the Loyal Legion. Sav-
eral members of Congress were p-esent
sud Representative Moody of Massa-
chusetts took down his words. Among
othe things he said:
“The fathers never intended that this
goveromont should ever exert any
power or authority over any part of
the carth's surfaoe free from the lotter
and spirit of the copstitution.”

This is construed to mean that Judge
Harlan believes that the oconstitution
follows the flag and to indioate the
probable decision of the supremo osurt
on that question. Another sentenoe in
Judge Harlan's speech waas:

**Qar goverumesnt was founded upon
the rights of man; fonnded unpon the
theory that man ;:nd rights as a man.
If we enter into this world power bus-
iness upon any other theory, we enter
1t foreviland noc for good."

This is construed to mean that at
lcast one jastica of the supreme court
will insise that the Filipinos snd the

I
sold #1,500 worth of pure silver bar for
$200, Meoxican money, equal to $100 in

old. I have often stated in my palmy
gnys that I would like to have sll the
wealth 1 could carry, and here isa case
of whore I haveit. But it aveils me
nothing, a8 the poor enlisted mso gets
nothing out of the affair but hardtsck,
and with but one-fourth rat10ns at that.
Many of the officers have eecured
enough cut of the affair to be wealihy
for life, and the bhigher the rank the
more loot they got. When you read in
the paper of the American not lootieg,
you oan just wink the other eye and be
wige. Tho Americans and the Eaglish
were dead in the game, and the English
got a trifle more than the Yanks, be-
oanse they were a trifla smartor.
